Boyle's chop-house, on Calhoun place,
and took a seat at a table occupled by
W. A. 8. Graham, the murdered may-
or's secretary, and another gentleman
well known in loesl financial cireles,
Grabham, who knew Prendergast, intro-
duced bim to his friend, and both gen-
tlemen noticed that the man was labor-
iog under intense excitemeunt. Pres-
ently, without any remarks having
been exchanged to lay a foundation for
what was coming, Prendergast burst
into a bitter denunciation of the mayor.

Not imaginiog for s moment that
Prendergast cherished any thought of
murder in his beare, Becretary Graham
adroitly changed the subject. The
man’s excitement gradually subsided,
and when he left the place he had ap-
parently forgotten what he had said in
the heat of passion a few mouments be-
fore. Neither of the gentlemen thought
asoy maore on the subject, and secretary
Girsham regarded it as so trival that, so
far as is knowun, he did pot mention the
subject to his chief.

SKETCH OF HARRISON'S LIFE. |

Carter H. Harrisou was born near
Lexiogton, Ky., Febroary 15, 1825,
His great-grandfather was the father ot
Benjamin, who was the father of Pres-
ident Willism Henry Harrison, His
grandfather waa first cousin of John C.
Breckinridge and Benjamin Harrison.
By the desth of his father, he was left
at the age of 8 years Lo care for his
mother, who was the daughter of Col-
onel William Russell, of the United
States army, and & Northwestern pio-
neer, Lewis Marshall, & brother of
the elief justice and father of T. M.
Murshall, prepared bim fur Yale, where
he gradusted im J845. After gradu-
utiong io law at Transylvanis, and trav-
eling abroad two years, he settled in
Uhblcago in 1835, invested In real estate,
aond became wealthy., He was commis-
sloper of Cook county from 1871 to
15874, when he went to congress, serviog
iwo years, He attracted attention
during the Hayes- lilden contest, and
introduced a resolution for a six-years’
presidential term sud msking presi-
dents eligible for oue term only, but
senfors for life,

MAYOR OF CHICAGO.

He was elected mayor of Chieago in
1876, 1881, 1853, 1885, and 1893. Io 1854
he was the Demoecratic candidate
against Oglesby for governor of Illinoia
and the sume year was delegate-at-large
to the national convention that nomi
onated Cleveland, Afer completing his
fourth term as mayor, he made a trip
around the world and wrote a **Race
With the Suon.” Io 1880 bhe visited
Alsska and the National Park, and his
book “A summer's Outing,” added to
his lterary fame, Io 1891 he purchased
the Chicago Times, which heedited on-
til elected mayor Inst April, and which
his sons now own, He was married in
1855 to Bupley Preston. Bhe dled in
Europe in 1876, In 1882 bhe married
Marguerite Blesrns, swho died in 1887,
aod he was to be married November 7
to Miss Anna Howard, of New Orleans,
At the time of his death be was a can-

didate for United Btates seaator. Dur- | 4

ing the past six mooths he had re-
celved the oMclals and delegations visit-
ing the world’s fuir, and the different
oongresses and conventlons from all
parts of the country wod world, sad
his welecome addresses oconstitute a
volome of happy thoughts and sugges-
